The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant invention is deemed to be directed to unobvious improvement to a 
wooden fan blade over U.S. Patent Application publication No. 2004/0047735A1 which 
teaches a wooden fan blade 10 comprising: a blade body made of a wooden plate 
having wooden fibers 30 extended substantially in parallel to a.longitudinal axis of said 
blade body, said blade body having an elongated groove 36 transversely disposed at 
one side 12 thereof across the extending direction of the wooden fibers 30 of said 
wooden plate; and a rib strip 32 fitted into said elongated groove 36 and forced into 
engagement with said blade body in said elongated groove 36. 

The improvement comprises the rib strip having a plurality of raised portions 
respectively forced into engagement in the elongated groove.
